HARLOW is in mourning this week after two 
people lost their lives in separate accidents 
on the town's roads. 

A 33-year-old man died on Sunday after his 
car crashed and burst into flames near Fifth 
Avenue. Just 36 hours later a 50-year-old man 
was killed after he was struck by a lorry on 
Second Avenue. One of his two pet dogs also 
died. 

Although police have not officially indenti- 
fied either victim, they have been named 
locally as Raj Rai and Andy Wiggins. Floral

tributes have been left at the scenes of both 
accidents. 

One tribute to Mr Rai said: “Such a good life 
taken, had a golden heart (and) would do any¬ 
thing for anyone.” Another said: “Forever in 
our memories. Words cannot explain how 
amazing you were.”

Woman selling

A YOUNG woman who 
attempted to sell a gold bar at 
a pawn shop in Harlow is 
being sought by police 
investigating a burglary in the 
town. 

The woman went into Cash 
Generators, in Market Square, 
to sell the gold bar but staff 
refused to accept the item and 
contacted police. 

Officers have now released a 
CCTV image of a woman they 
want to question in 
connection with a burglary at 
Parsonage Leys during which 
a gold bar was stolen. 

The burglary happened 
between 3pm on Sunday, 
December 1 and 2.30am on 
Monday, December 2. Items of 
jewellery were also taken. 

Anyone who recognises her 
or who has information about 
the burglary should contact 
PC James Bull at Harlow 
police station on 101.

Figures released by the 
Home Office on Tuesday show 
that incidents of hate crime 
reported to Essex Police in 
2012/13 increased by 18.9 per 
cent. 

Detective Constable Phil 
Merriam, Essex Police’s hate 
crime co-ordinator, said: “It is 
important we use every tool at 
our disposal to raise 
awareness and understanding 
of hate crime and this 
includes new media.”

Firefighters and police were 
called to Fifth Avenue at 
about 3am on Sunday after 
the Volkswagen Golf mount¬ 
ed the Burnt Mill rounda¬ 
bout and crashed. 

The road was closed in 
both directions while inves¬ 
tigation work took place. 

Following Monday’s acci¬ 
dent which happened at 
about 4pm, bouquets of 
flowers and a West Ham 
scarf have been tied to a 
lamppost near the scene in 
Second Avenue. 

One read: “Andy, fond 
memories of you always and 
forever. Gonna miss you 
mate! Up the Hammers!” 

Police and ambulance 
crews attended the scene 
following reports that a 
pedestrian had been in colli¬ 
sion with a lorry. 

Paramedics treated the 
man but he was subsequent¬ 
ly pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

A dog believed to belong to 
the man was also killed in 
the accident. A second dog, 
also believed to be his, was 
taken to a veterinary for a 
check-up but was not seri¬ 
ously hurt. 

Both deaths have been 
notified to the coroner.

Major developments should be 
discussed before work starts 

SIR, So now it’s official. Straight from the 
horse’s mouth we learn that planning 
permission isn’t required before 
development takes place (Star, December 
5). 

From council leader Mark Wilkinson we 
learn that retrospective applications are 
“not unusual”. As it happens, the 
application for permission to undertake the 
substantial development actually in 
progress at Princess Alexandra Hospital 
appears in a small public notice towards the 
back of the same issue. 

Does Cllr Wilkinson even recognise how 
his asinine statement comes across to 
residents? Because construction work is 
well under way, local residents are enduring 
huge nuisance. A properly-constructed 
response to a properly-submitted planning 
application would have yielded conditions 
designed to protect residents from undue 
inconvenience. 

Many of us who care about our town have 
long suspected that our elected members 
have but a vague notion about the planning 
process and legal requirements associated 
with development. 

I am a member of Harlow Civic Society 
which monitors planning applications and 
tries to ensure that major development 
proposals are given thorough examination 
and opportunity to comment before 
decisions are made. One such is the absurd 
Essex County Council plan to pop a new 
Harlow Mil junction on to Gilden Way. The 
main advantage it appears is that it would 
be the cheapest option. Another factor is 
that affected landowners are quite keen 
apparently. 

It won’t help get traffic through the town. It 
will bring gridlock to an area which already 
experiences huge congestion and which is 
about to have another 1,100 dwellings 
dumped on it. 

Essex County Council is pushing the 
Gilden Way option hard. I would urge 
readers to go and look at the displays about 
the proposals which can be inspected at the 
Civic Centre and which have been shown at 
several venues recently. Question the 
planners, seek the opinions of your own 
local councillors, and make your own views 
known. 

Harlow Civic Society will be holding is 
annual general meeting on January 20 at St 
John’s ARC in Old Harlow. The proposed 
new Mil junction will be discussed. Essex 
County Council and Harlow Council have 
been invited to send speakers .

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MR: ‘I wouldn’t 
vote for pay rise’ 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
says he will consider giving 
more of his salary to charity if 
an 11.4 per cent parliamenta¬ 
ry pay hike is forced through. 

Sir Ian Kennedy, the chair¬ 
man of the Independent 
Parlia-mentary Standards 
Authority responsible for set¬ 
ting remuneration levels, con¬ 
firmed on Thursday a recom¬ 
mendation that would boost 
politicians’ bank balances by 
£7,604 a year. MPs are cur¬ 
rently paid £66,396. 

If public sector pay policy 
limiting increases to one per 
cent a year was followed, their 
pay would be £67,731 in 2015- 
16, but IPSA believes members 
should get £74,000 - an 
increase of £7,604 on their cur¬ 
rent level, or 11.4 per cent. 

Sir Ian said: “The reforms we 
are introducing do not cost the 
taxpayer a single penny more 
and come on the back of our 
already having taken tens of 
millions out of the cost of poli¬ 
tics with the changes we made 
to the business costs and 
expenses.” 

He explained that cuts had 
been made elsewhere in the

system including getting rid of 
the generous resettlement 
payment system and ending 
the final salary pension 
scheme as well as further cuts 
to expenses. 

Mr Halfon said: “It is impor¬ 
tant to note the salary sug¬ 
gested by the independent 
body is far from guaranteed in 
2015 - as there will be another 
statutory consultation after 
2015. In my view the MPs sala¬ 
ry should be guided by three 
principles: fairness to the tax¬ 
payer; fair wages and trans¬ 
parent. 

“On the first principle regard¬ 
ing fairness to the taxpayer, if 
there is a vote in the Commons 
before 2015,1 will vote against 
such an increase because MPs 
wages shouldn’t go up at the 
level suggested, when others in 
the public sector have had to 
struggle under a pay freeze. 

“On the second principle 
regarding fair wages - in terms 
of accepting a salary, as I 
understand it, IPSA won’t 
allow MPs to accept less salary 


and will only pay the full 
amount. 

“I will make a judgement at 
the time as to what I do with 
my salary I receive as I have no 
idea what it will be, how much 
tax I will need to pay to the 
Inland Revenue and what will 
happen in terms of the reduced 
pension. I already give some of 
my earnings to charity. If the 
salary is increased I hope I can 
do more.” 

He concluded: “I can’t answer 
for IPSA as to what they think 
the worth of an MP i, and I 
don’t think it is right for me to 
judge. However, I do think it is 
incumbent on IPSA to explain 
properly to the public how they 
have reached their decisions, 
why they think MPs should be 
paid X or Y amount and what 
grading they compare MPs 
with, in terms of those who 
work in the public sector. 

“Should MPs be paid the 
same as head teachers, BBC 
executives or senior civil serv¬ 
ants for example? Without 
such explanation and trans¬ 
parency, it is not surprising 
that there will be questions 
from the public.”

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Elderly in Harlow targeted 
in bank card phone scam 
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Parents’ success in crossing campaign

A GROUP of parents are celebrating after 
winning a long campaign for a zebra 
crossing to be installed near a Harlow 
school. 

Parents of pupils attending Henry 
Moore Primary School have been 
petitioning for the crossing in Lane End, 
Church Langley for more than three 
years. It was installed earlier this month. 

Harlow councillor Eddie Johnson was 
given the honours of officially opening 
the new crossing. 



Andie Norris, one of the parents who 
had been petitioning for the crossing, 
said: “We were all ecstatic. Up until the 
very last minute I was still emailing and 
trying to finalise everything but we are 
all so happy it is done. 

“There were so many issues to cross 
the road safely and even with the 
crossing, cars are still going so quickly, 
but we hope this goes some way to help 
those walking to and from school cross 
the road safely.” 


SIX elderly people in Harlow 
have been targeted by phone 
fraudsters since the start of the 
month. 

Live were contacted on Monday 
as the scammers extended their 
activities into new areas, mainly 
in south Essex. 

Detectives say the tricksters 
have called 38 people in an 
attempt to steal large sums of 
cash by claiming they are police 
officers or bank officials. 

In nearly all the cases they 
claimed that the target’s bank 
account has been infiltrated and 
that suspects have been arrested 
on suspicion of the crimes. They 
then ask victims for their bank 
details and arrange to collect 
bank cards to use as evidence. 
However, the cards are used to 
steal money from victim’s 
accounts. 

Of the 38 incidents, two have 
led to cards being handed over to 
the thieves. It is not yet known if 
they were used to withdraw cash. 

Inspector Paul Wells, of Essex 
Police, said: “The suspects usu¬ 
ally telephone victims, address 
them by their name and pretend 
to be a police officer from the 
Metropolitan Police. 

“The fraudster is sometimes 
able to reassure the victim that 
the call is genuine by telling the 
victim to hang up and call them

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back. Through a loophole in the 
phone networks, the suspect 
actually remains on the phone to 
dupe the victim into thinking 
they are speaking with a legiti¬ 
mate person and giving their 
details, usually their card’s PIN. 

“If they get this far the suspects 
will generally send someone pos¬ 
ing as a courier to collect the 
bank card, after which it is used 
by the criminals. The same scam 
has been used with the suspects 
pretending to be calling from a 
bank. 

“Victims of the offence have 
been elderly and we are not cer¬ 
tain how they are being identi¬ 
fied. 

“We need people to tell elderly 
friends and family about this 
offence. It’s easily guarded 
against by hanging up the 
phone!” 

A total of 530 thefts and 
attempted thefts have been 
reported in Essex since the 
beginning of the year and simi¬ 
lar crimes have been reported to 
the Met Police and in other coun¬ 
ties. 

More than 80 people in Essex 
have been tricked out of money 
and the total stolen is now more 
than £274,000.

Tips for a crime-free Christmas shop start 
before you leave your house. After all, you don’t 
want to come home to find your home broken 
into. 

»Keep your garden tools securely locked 
away in the shed. Burglars will be happy to use 
your tools to break into your house. 

»Create the illusion your home is occupied. 
Leave on a radio and lights on a timer in rooms 
you would normally occupy. There is even a 
device called ‘Fake TV’ that flashes a series of 
lights when it gets dark that looks like the 
television is on. 

»Lock up properly, not just windows and 
doors in the house but also any gates and 
outbuildings.

»Choose a ‘Park Mark’ car park. By choosing 
a Park Mark® Safer Parking facility you are 
visiting a car park that has been vetted by police 
and has measures in place in order to create a

» Leave nothing in sight within your car, 
remove the sat-nav cradle and clean the mark on 
the windscreen. 

»When you lock your car with the remote 
look for the lights to flash to confirm it is locked 
or, better still, try the door handle. 

»Watch your purse, wallet, mobile phone 
and handbag, especially in busy places. Don’t 
leave them on display in bags or on counters 
while you pay.

L OTS of people take the opportunity for a night 
out over the festive period. Our message is 
enjoy yourself, but drink and behave responsibly. 

Most of the licensed premises in Harlow are 
engaged in a programme called ‘Behave Or Be 
Banned’, whereby people who cause problems 
can be barred from licensed premises across the 


town. A serious offence could see you banned 
from almost every pub/club/bar and some social 
clubs in the town. 

T HE major crime trend over the past few 
weeks has been a rise in theft of catalytic 
converters - part of the exhaust system- from 
large vans, particularly Mercedes Sprinter 
models. 

If you own or use a van of this type or similar, 
please ensure it is parked in a well-lit area or 
secure compound if possible. 

Y OU may well see the mobile police office 
around the town over the next few weeks.

Battle of runways 
is set to rumble on 


CAMPAIGNERS battling to stop the 
expansion of Stansted Airport have 
this week welcomed the publication 
of an interim report into aviation 
capacity which favours Heathrow 
or Gatwick for growth - but warned 
their fight is not over yet. 

The independent Airports Commi¬ 
ssion reviewing aviation capacity 
concluded there is a need for one 
additional runway to be in operation 
in the south east by 2030 but ruled 
out Stansted. 

Stop Stansted Expansion chairman 
Peter Sanders said: “This is exactly 
the outcome that the entire SSE team 
has been working so hard to achieve 
all year. In truth, however, keeping 
Stansted off the shortlist was more 
than we dared hope for - but it is 
absolutely the right outcome. 

“The environmental consequences 
of even one extra runway would have 
been catastrophic and there has 
never been a viable business case for 
any extra runways at Stansted.” 

However with Stansted spotlighted 
for growth after 2030, Mr Sanders 
warned: ““We must continue to 
engage fully with the commission 
over the next 18 months because we

don’t just want to win a reprieve for 
this generation but also for genera¬ 
tions to follow. 

“It will, therefore, be another two 
years before we can even think of let¬ 
ting our guard down.” 

Andrew Harrison, Stansted’s man¬ 
aging director, was similarly happy 
with the verdict. 

The airport already has planning 
permission to double its traffic to 
35m passengers a year and he 
expected the Essex hub to play a big 
part in bridging the UK’s immediate 
capacity gap while a further runway 
is built at one of its two London 
rivals. 

Mr Harrison said: “Sir Howard 
Davies [commissioin chairman] is 
saying there will be a second runway 
built between 2030 and 2050 and we 
fully intend Stansted to play a part in 
that.” 

In the meantime, Manchester 
Airports Group which snapped up 
Stansted for £1.5 bn earlier this year, 
is pressing ahead with a raft of 
improvements. 


Chief executive Charlie Cornish, 
said: “Since we took ownership in 
February this year we have already 
signed up new airlines and destina¬ 
tions to meet growing passenger 
demand. Our immediate priority is 
to continue to transform the airport 
experience for our passengers. 

“As London continues to grow to 
the east and high-tech industries 
along the London to Cambridge cor¬ 
ridor grow Britain’s economy, 
Stansted has a critical role to play in 
supporting the country’s economic 
growth.

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Teens handed 
referral orders 
after admitting 
assault charges 

THREE teenagers involved in 
an attack on a Polish man have 
been given a chance to mend 
their ways. 

On Monday the trio - two 
aged 15 and the other 14 - were 
given referral orders when they 
appeared at Chelmsford Youth 
Court on Monday. 

Under the terms of the orders 
they must attend a youth 
offender panel with their 
parents or carer. If they do not 
comply with the instructions of 
the panel they can be referred 
back to the youth court to be 
re-sentenced. 

The court was told that one of 
the 15-year-olds, from 
Sawbridgeworth, admitted 
racially aggravated assault in 
relation to the incident which 
took place at the Asda store in 
Harlow. 

He also admitted being 
involved in a separate incident 
in Harlow in which a mobile 
phone was stolen from a young 
man. 

Imposing a nine-month 
referral order, chair of the 
bench Hazel Fox said: “Can you 
imagine how [the assault 
victim] was feeling. We think he 
must have been terrified.” 

In addition to the referral 
order the youth was also 
ordered to pay £50 
compensation to the victim of 
the assault and £50 
compensation to the victim of 
the robbery. 

The other two teens, both 
from Harlow, admitted a charge 
of assault by beating and were 
each given a six-month referral 
order and told to pay £50 
compensation, a £15 victim 
surcharge and £35 costs. 

Prosecutor Joe Bird said the 
victim of the assault, a Polish 
national living in Britain, was 
sitting on a bench in Harlow 
with a friend when the group 
approached him and asked for 
a cigarette. 

The prosecutor said that when 
the youths heard his Polish 
accent they asked him: “What 
you doing here?” Both men got 
up to leave but the victim was 
punched to the floor and then 
punched and kicked. 

In the incident involving the 
theft of the the mobile phone 
mugging on August 12, the 
victim was approached by three 
people and asked for a cigarette 
before a flick knife was 
produced. He was frisked and 
his Blackberry phone taken. 


New ambulances allow guide dogs 
to travel on board with their owners 


SPECIALLY adapted ambulances for blind or 
partially sighted patients will be unveiled by 
the East of England Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust tomorrow (Friday). 

The new vehicles are designed to allow blind 
people to travel with their guide dogs. 

Guide dog owner Cynthia Easeman, who was 
involved in helping EEAST with the redesign, 
said: “If as a blind person you need to be in an 
ambulance you are totally unaware of where 
you are, why you are there and feel very much 
isolated and alone. Then to have your dog 
taken from you is like saying to someone else 
‘I will just take your eyes away’. 

“Now we know our dogs will be in the new 
ambulances with us, tethered for their safety 
and that of the patient and crew.” 

Paul Henry, EEAST’s associate director of 


operations support, said: “This was a wonder¬ 
ful opportunity to work directly with patients 
to listen to what matters most to them and to 
make meaningful changes to our ambulances 
based upon patient feedback. 

“From the advice received we have changed 
colours and contrast within the ambulance 
and, most importantly, introduced a means by 
which assistance dogs can stay with their 
owner in view of their vital relationship with 
patients who are blind or partially sighted.” 

Helen Sismore, of The Guide Dogs for the 
Blind Association, said: “To have an opportu¬ 
nity to work with EEAST means the two organ¬ 
isations can build a lasting association which 
really helps to break down barriers and 
improve patient journeys, making it less 
stressful for them and the guide dog.”

H OW on earth do you take a 
success story and make it 
better? That’s the difficult task 
facing Skoda with its all- 
conquering Yeti. 

First introduced in 2009, the 
Yeti tore up the rule book with 
its novel approach to practical 
motoring, combining the best 
elements of a family hatchback 
with those of an SUV to create 
the ideal crossover. 

The general public clearly 
thought it worked; over 250,000 
have been sold since 2009 with 
a big chunk of those in the UK. 
But the competition never lets 
up, and so the Yeti has been 
enhanced, with the facelifted 
version arriving in showrooms 
early in 2014. 

The change you’ll notice first 
is the exterior. The Yeti has been 
brought more into line with the 
family look, so there’s a 
squared-off grille, smarter 
body-coloured elements all 
round and new bi-xenon 
headlights with LEDs. The 
round fog lights are gone and 
replaced by more discreet 


rectangular items too. 

Even with a more mature and 
discreet look though, there’s no 
mistaking the Yeti for anything 
else. It still has that tough, 
planted look, and with new 
choices of alloy wheel and paint 
colour there’s even more 
opportunity to stand out from 
the crowd. If you don’t like the 
Yeti then these details probably 
won’t change your mind, but 
the Yeti is distinctive in a sea of 
similarity and that is worthy of 
praise. 

There’s an added twist 
however. As well as the 


standard Yeti, there is the 
Outdoor model, which as its 
name suggests is better 
prepared for tough treatment. 
Outdoor models have a black 
trim down the sides and on the 
lower edges of the bumpers, so 
bumps and scrapes won’t break 
your heart. The bumpers 
themselves are also of a 
different design to allow better 
approach and departure angles 
should you choose to venture 
off-road. 

There are updates on the 
inside too with a new three- 
spoke steering wheel, new seat 


trims and fabrics plus the 
option of decorative inserts on 
the dashboard. It helps to lift 
the already-good quality feeling 
of the cabin, without sacrificing 
any of its utility. 

Interior flexibility is still one of 
the Yeti’s strongest assets. The 
load area is unchanged at 510 
litres up to a maximum of 1,760 
with all the seats removed, an 
impressive figure for a car of 
this size. There’s still the 
flexibility to slide, fold and 
remove the three individual 
rear seats too, something which 
very few rivals can offer. 


Add to that some new tech, 
such as a reversing camera and 
keyless start plus clever features 
such as a rechargeable torch 
mounted in the boot and a high- 
vis vest holder under the front 
seat, and you get the feeling that 
the Yeti could cope with just 
about anything. 

Especially if you go for the 
four-wheel drive version, now 
equipped with the latest 
generation Haldex system that 
automatically diverts power to 
all four wheels only when 
required which helps to save 
fuel as well as giving you 
traction when needed. In fact 
the new system means all 4x4 
versions have reduced C02 
emissions compared to the 
outgoing models. 

Climb behind the wheel and 
getting comfortable is easy, 
with plenty of adjustment in the 
steering wheel and the seat, all 
topped off by a raised driving 
position that’s a real boon. 

It’s also a delightfully easy car 
to drive; the manual gearbox is 
slick, the pedal weights are nice 
and light and the steering is 
well-weighted and accurate.

She said: “If you look at the 
Games in Delhi [when England 
finished third], we probably had 
two or three very good quarters 
against No 1 and No 2 [nations, 
New Zealand and Australia] but we 
fell short in the fourth quarter.” 

Of the current squad she adds: 
“These guys are constantly push¬ 
ing back the boundaries and want 
to be the best, not just the best 
individuals but the best England 
team there has ever been.”

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Morris’s coach role 
at Australian Open

TENNIS coach John Morris has 
high hopes for his new protege 
as he prepares to take on 2013 
Sports Personality of the Year 
winner Andy Murray and Co at 
the Australian Open next 
month. 

Morris, of Ram Gorse in Harlow, 
is getting ready to fly out to 
Australia for the big tournament 
after being appointed head coach 
for Slovenian top 100 ATP player 
Aljaz Bedene. 

The Harlow coach has been 
managing Hungarian starlet 
Timea Babos, the junior world 
number two, who has previously 
won the junior French Open, 
Wimbledon and U.S Open girls 
doubles, as well as current world 
junior number one Nick Kyrgios. 

But Morris (31), based at the 
Gosling Tennis Centre in Welwyn 
Garden City, has switched from 
managing back to coaching to 
take on the challenge of leading 
up-and-coming star Bedene in 
his bid for success in Melbourne. 

Bedene, who is 6ft and right- 
handed, has already defeated 
former Wimbledon finalist David 
Nalbandian and top grass court 
player Stanislas Wawrinka dur¬ 
ing his relatively short time on 
the ATP tour. 

Morris will be the only British 
coach coaching a male player in 
the Australian Open. 

“I am the only British coach 
coaching a player at this level. 
For me personally it’s nice that 
Aljaz has offered me the role,” he 
said. “It is something I have 
thought about doing. I genuinely 


feel I can help the player. He has 
got potential. It’s a great oppor¬ 
tunity to help him fulfil his 
potential. I was helping him out 
and he asked me would I be his 
coach. I said I would love to.” 


He has high hopes for Bedene 
this season. 

“He has been living in the UK 
for the last couple of years,” 
explained Morris. “I’ve been 
working with him for six days a

week. He has qualified for the 
main draw [at the Australian 
Open]. He has had some good 
wins over Wawrinka and 
Nalbandian. He is a good, young 
player. I personally think he 
could be a top 50 player - that is 
the goal for us. 

“I think once we have done that 
we will try for the top 30, and 
then reassess.” 

Born in the Slovenian capital 
Ljubljana, Bedene’s switch to a 
British coach is certainly a feath¬ 
er in the cap for Morris. 

Bedene and Morris have been 
working hard at the Gosling cen¬ 
tre as they prepare for the 
Australian Open. 

“At the moment we go out there 
with little expectation,” said 
Morris. “He had an injury to his 
left wrist. We have made changes 
and we are now bedding them in. 

“He is capable of going pretty 
far if he can stay fit and healthy. If 
the draw is kind to him in the 
early rounds, there is no reason 
why he can’t go far. Definitely 
people won’t like to see their 
name next to his.” 

Morris is working on his back 
hand and strength and stamina 
to make him a force in the game. 
“For me he’s too light. He was 71 
kilos, now he’s 76 which is a lot 
better. Murray is 6ft 5ins and 80 
kilos. If he is playing in heavy¬ 
weight games he has got to get his 
weight up. His back hand needs 
to be a bit more aggressive and I 
am improving his second serve. 
That is our focus. I have changed 
his grip on his back hand.”
